SEEK BODY OF 
MIGRANT WHO 
DISAPPEARED 
IN POND SUN. 


State police divers this morn­ 
ing continued the search for a 
Negro migrant worker who may 
have drowned Saturday night in a 
five-acre pond at the Arthur Rice 
farm above Brysonia. 
Search for the man began Sun­ 
day morning at 12:44 when the 
Arendtsville firemen were sum­ 
moned, about an hour after the 
man was alleged to have disap­ 
peared into the water. 
Biglerville firemen and volun­ 
teer skin divers from York were 
summoned to assist in the search 
which continued through Sunday.

and radio communications, and 
members of the company who had 
motor boats took them to the

same time to provide portable 
lights to illuminate the scene, 
and grappling hooks.

The action offered the Repub­ 
lican presidential nominee some 
possible rewards in Dixie, if he 
maintains 
his 
conservative 
course, that would have to be 
weighed against what he might 
gain elsewhere if he yielded to 
intra-party pressure to swing 
toward the middle of the road. 
OVERTURES TO MODERATE 
Rep. William E. Miller of New 
York, the vice presidential nom­ 
inee. indicated he would like to 
ace some overtures to the par­ 
ty’s moderates and liberals in 
the Northern industrial states 
that would bring them around to 
active support of the national 
ticket. 
But Miller said in response to 
questions on NBC’s ‘‘Meet the 
Press” that failure to get the 
backing of such men as Sens. 
Jacob K. Javits and Kenneth B 
Keating of New York, Hugh
